seed loans to drouth-stricken farmers 
was finally approved Wednesday by 
congress but in its wake arose a new 
dispute over relief legislation. 


Senate democrats proposed a direct 


appropriation from the treasury of 
$25,000,000 for the Red Cross to ad- 
minister relief and threatened an ex- 
tr ascssion of congress in the spring, 
if necessary, to get it. 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 


democratic leader, offered the '$25,- 
000,060 relief proposals as the minor- 
ity party yielded to the insistence of 
the administration controlled house 
for elimination from the drouth re- 
lief measure of the $15,000,000 food 
loan provision sponsored by Senator 
Caraway, democrat, Arkansas.. 


Senator Black, democrat, Alabama, 


joined Robinson in offcring .ihc new. 
proposition as an amendment to the 
pending agriculture appropriation bill. 
A two-thirds vote will be necessary to 
add the unauthorized fund to the sup- 
ply measure, but Robinsoii is confi- 
dent of the votes.

Hope Heading company, told how his 
firm is now giving employment to 
137 people in their plant here.

Mr. Ewing 
had been asked to give the club an 
outline' of this industrial plant, one 
of the largest in Hope, as one of a 
scries of talks on "Knowing your 
city/' Mr. Ewing told how the firm 
manufactured tight barrel heads, for 
barrels destined for shipping food, and 
other products. Neighboring farmers 
find a ready market for their hard- 
wood at this plant, which pays put 
thousands of dollars annually for this 
product. While 'the firm owns 6,000 
acres of hardwood timber in the Lit- 
tle river bottoms, they but from neigh- 
boring farmers, who do not have to 
haul their product so far to trie plant. 


The firm was founded in 1899, stat-

Shipbuilding Shows

Increase for 1929 


WASHINGTON—(U.R)—The value of 


word done by ship building plants in 
the United'Slates in 1929 amounted to 
$214,312,944; an increase of 11 per cent 
over 1927, when the Census Bureau re- 
ported the"figure as 5193,028,517. 


In making public figures' for the 


shipbuilding industry, the Bureau an- 
nounced their report did not include 
date collected from plants operated by 
the Federal Government. 


The number of establishments en- 


gaged in the manufacture of ships in- 
creased 14 per cent, rising from 559 in 
1927 
to 637 in 1929. But a decrease 


was noted in the number of wage 
earners employed. There were 55,014 
in 1927 and 54.291 in 1929. 


New Cotton Picker 


Will Aid Planters 


NEW ORLEANS, La.-(U.R)—The out- 


look for the cotton planter in Louis, 
iana is visibly bettered by the immi- 
nent perfection of a 
cotton-picking 


machine, which authorities are now 
experimenting upon. 


This development will mean 
not 


only the tearing down of the nge-old 
practice of handpicking by negroes, 
but will also mark the decline of the 
mule farmer." Production costs the 
latter 15 cents a pound; machinery 
will make possible a production rate 
of seven or eight cents. 


In 1924, the average price of cotton 


was 22.6 cents a pound; in 1929 it was 
16.4 
cents, now it is around 9 cents a 


pound and as low as 7 cents on the 
poorer grades.
